Dr. Baldinger explained what 
the United Jewish Appeal funds 
were put to.

They are accepting 
any Jews who can come, includ¬ 
ing the old and sick. The funds 
are used only for purposes of 
transporting and rehabilitating 
these people, and giving them 
new hope in life.

“Spring fever,” a term describ¬ 
ing physical fatigue and lethargy, 
attacks most frequently and with 
greatest force at this time of the 
year, although it can come during 
any season. 

There is a reason for this. 
Sometimes the body is merely re 
acting to the change of warm 
spring days after the long, cold 
winter. .Winter weather tends 
to keep a person indoors at se¬ 
dentary pursuits, and fatigue 
may be the body’s way of de¬ 
manding needed fresh air and ex¬ 
ercise. Or, fatigue may be the re¬ 
sult of steady eating of rich, 
heavy foods usually consumed 
during cold months when the ap¬ 
petite is sharpened. 

Lack of sufficient sleep and 
rest is, obviously, one of the 
most common causes of fatigue. 
Some of us foolishly think that 
we can go on and on, working and 
playing to excess, without giving 
the body a chance to recover. It’s 
true that the human body nor¬ 
mally. can recover quickly from 
ordinary fatigue. Prolonged and 
excessive fatigue is dangerous, 
however, because it causes an ac¬ 
cumulation of waste products and 
acids in the body which are ac¬ 
tually poisonous. 

Some people, suffering from 
chronic fatigue resort to exces¬ 
sive am.ounts of stimulants like 
coffee or patent medicines or pills 
which are supposed to give them 
“pep.” This puts a further 
strain on the body, whipping it 
into action past its endurance. 
The poisons generated by fatigue 
are increased, and what is left 
of the body’s natural resistance 
to illness and disease is complete¬ 
ly broken down. 

Fortunately for most of us 
spring fever is short-lived and we 
can speed its departure with a 
little attention to healhful living 
habits. The solution may be as 
simple as eating better balanced 
meals, getting a little exercise in 
the fresh air every day, or get¬ 
ting to bed on time. 

But there is another type of

haustion for no easily explained 
reason—that should never be 
lightly dismissed as “spring fe¬ 
ver.” This kind of fatigue, fre¬ 
quently associated with infection 
and disease, means that some¬ 
thing is seriously wrong. The 
sufferer should go to his doctor 
immediately for a complete physi¬ 
cal examination, including a chest 
X-ray.

"Liberation Day 
Marked Locaiiy 


The National Council of Jew-' 
ish iWom^n willi.-;m^gurate ’the 
annual observance of “Libera¬ 
tion Day” on May 5, 1950. Lo¬ 
cally, Mayor Elizabeth S. Har¬ 
rington issued the following proc¬ 
lamation : 

“WHEREAS the National Coun¬ 
cil of Jewish Women will inau¬ 
gurate the annual observance 
of “Liberation Day” on Friday, 
May 5, 1950—the lifth anniver¬ 
sary of the complete liberation 
of peoples from the Nazi concen¬ 
tration camps by the American 
Armies; and 

“WHEREAS on this anniversary 
carries a special message for the 
freedom-loving peoples of Ameri¬ 
ca, for whom the Nazi concen¬ 
tration camp represents the in¬ 
human brutality of the totalitari¬ 
an state; and 

“WHEREAS on his anniversary, 
the names of Dachau, Bergen- 
Belsen, and Biichenwald live on 
as an object lesson to all humani¬ 
ty, and as symbols of the degra¬ 
dation and death of the human 
spirit wherever and whenever 
freedom and democracy are for¬ 
saken; and 

“WHEREAS, mindful of our tra¬ 
dition that, makes the United 
States of America a haven for 
the oppressed, we have enabled 
many of the displaced persons to 
share with us the heritage of 
freedom we cherish; 

“Now, therefore, I, Elizabeth 
S. Harrington, Mayor of the 
City of Greenbelt, Maryland, do 
hereby proclaim Friday, May 5, 
as “Liberation Day” and I do 
hereby urge all citizens of our 
city to join with the National 
Council of Jewish Women in ob¬ 
servance of this day. 

“In Witness Whereof, I have 
hereunto set my hand and caused 
the Seal of the City of Greenbelt 
to be affixed this 2nd day of May, 
1950.

Dr. Kramer Invents 


A miniature “tenderometer” de¬ 
signed by Dr. Amihud Kramer and 
George J. Burkhardt, both of the 
University of Maryland, was un¬ 
veiled recently at a meeting of food 
processors from New Jersey, Dele- 
ware, and Maryland.
